Saturday,  March  18lh,  2006  at  the  Cow  Palace  Inn  in  Lamar,  Colo.,  with  Jim  Rogers  presiding. 

hollowing  an  invocation  by  Tim  Erickson,  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  was  led  by  the  Southeast  Colorado  Junior 
C attlemen  s Association  members.  The  welcome  and  introduction  of  guests  was  given  by  Pres.  Jim  Rogers.

Motion  passed  by  voice  vote. 


The 
trust  fund  helps  support  Bent-Pro wers,  he  said.  Tim  Trosper  moved  and  Tim  Erickson  seconded  to  accept  the 
report.  Motion  passed  by  voice  vote. 

Susan  Russell  gave  a verbal  financial  report  on  current  balances  in  all  accounts.  Randy  McEndree  moved  and 
Tim  Trosper  seconded  to  accept  the  financial  report.  Motion  passed  by  voice  vote. 

Doug  Hasser  moved  and  Curt  Russell  seconded  to  adjourn  the  business  meeting.  Motion  passed  by  voice  vote 
and  the  group  adjourned  for  a board  photo  and  to  the  punch  bowl,  and  then  the  banquet  and  cowboy  ball.
